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Parkland, Wins on City Bldg. 
Proposed as City Improvements

An ambitious land acquistion program has been outlined by 
city manager James K. Giese in connection with his proposal for 
expenditures under the Capital Improvement Fund which had 
been established by the $950,000 bond issue of 1969. 

pond in the stream valley. 

Parcel 15 Parkland 
(3) Part of Parcel 15 ($87,500) — 
Proposed for acquisition is all the 
vacant land adjacent to Charles- 
towne Village and the Capital Belt- 
way except for a 10-acre tract at 
Greenbelt Road. These 19 acres 
would be added to the Lake Park 
and would serve as a buffer be¬ 
tween existing housing and the 
Beltway. A large portion of it 
would be suitable for athletic fields. 
Other Projects 

In addition to land acquisitions, 
the Capital Improvement Fund 
budget proposes expenditures of 
$125,000 for the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center, $150,000 for a 
Municipal Building addition, and 
$70,000 for park development. 

The Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center schedules calls for comple¬ 
tion by the fall of 1974 of a build¬ 
ing containing a gym, youth lounge- 
game room and an exercise or 
multi-purpose room. The adjacent 
golf course clubhouse would be 
used for the conduct of recreation 
classes. 

The proposed addition to the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building would provide ap¬ 
proximately 3,500 square feet of 
additional space for expansion, In 
particular of the police department. 
The addition would probably be two 
stories and located to the rear of 
the existing building. A new en¬ 
trance way lobby would connect the 
new addition to the main building. 
Time schedule is to complete plans 
by this fall, bid the job next winter, 
and open the building by 1975, 

The park development plan pro¬ 
poses the undertaking of three pro¬ 
jects: (1) addition of four tennis 
courts to the existing four at Braden 
Field and lighting of all the courts; 
(2) construction of combined picnic 
shelter, comfort station, ,'lnd con¬ 
cession stand at Greenbelt Lake 
Park; and (3) development of par¬ 
cel 7, including a ball field, play¬ 
ground, and multi-purpose court. 
The project would also include 
landscaping, the development of 
some pathways, and the piping of 
the existing storm drainage chan¬ 
nel. 

Center Mall Improvement 
Completing a run-down of all 
capital expenditures for 1973-74, 
Giese described three other budgets. 
The first, dealing with the center 
mall improvement, calls for an 
expenditure of $60 000, to be financ¬ 
ed by the sale of bonds or notes. 
Repayment of the debt is to be 
from the -collection of a special tax 
levied upon the properties within a 
special taxing district consisting of 
the properties within the commer¬ 
cial center. The taxes will be levied 
and collected over a ten-year period. 
Initial contracts for the project 
are expected to be let in June; 
the city will serve as general con¬ 
tractor and perform some of the 
work itself in an effort to hold costs 
down. 

A second item is a special assess¬ 
ment construction budget of $50,000 
for Ridge Road construction from 
Ivy Lane to the first entrance to 
Lakeside North apartments. It is 
proposed that the street be con¬ 
structed to citv standards at a 26- 
foot width, with curbs and gutters 
and related storm drainage struc¬ 
tures. The project would be finan¬ 
ced bv the sale of bonds or notes. 
Repayment of the bonds or notes 
shall be from the collection of a 
special assessment levied upon the 
benefiting property and payable 
over a period of ten years. 

The final budget is for widening 
of Westway opposite the Jewish 
Community Center. This project, 
which wouM also be financed from 
the sale of bonds or notes, would 
be repaid through a special assess¬ 
ment levied against the JCC, par¬ 
able over a 15-vear period. This 
$8,000 item would include widening 
the street by six feet, and construc¬ 
tion of a concrete curb and gutter, 
a concrete drivewpv entrance, and 
a concrete sidewalk. 
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BUDGET HEARING 


Because of the extended discus¬ 
sion on these two topics, the coun¬ 
cil was unable to complete its re¬ 
view of the budget and scheduled 
a continuation hearing for Tuesday, 
May 22. 

Police Salaries 

City manager James Giese’s pro¬ 
posed budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1973 calls for a 10 
percent increase in policemen’s sal¬ 
aries and a 5 percent increase in 
the salaries of police clerks and 
other city employees. This in¬ 
crease was recommended in order 
for police salaries to be competitive 
with those in other areas, Giese 
said. He noted that the county had 
recently increased police salaries 
by 10 percent and that Greenbelt 
will be still be behind the county by 
$500 even after a 10% increase. 

Mayor Dick Pilski and some 
members of the audience were not 
sure that the comparison with the 
county or the District of Columbia 
was appropriate, noting that there 
were certain advantages in working 
in Greenbelt, such as less hazard¬ 
ous conditions. The thinking was 
that a more appropriate compari¬ 
son might be with nearby munici¬ 
palities, and here, Pilski said, Green¬ 
belt salaries were more competitive. 

But what bothered Pilski and 
other council members most was 
the differential increase in salaries 
recommended by Giese and whe¬ 
ther this would be equitable. “What 
would be the effect on morale of 
other city employees?” was asked. 
Someone pointed out that what the 
city is really asking for is a re¬ 
classification or upgrading of 
policemen's jobs and that the extra 
5% increase should be so termed 
rather than a “cost-of-living” raise. 

Arguing on behalf of the 10% 
increase were several members of 
the audience, who pointed out the 
adverse effects of letting Green¬ 
belt salaries fall behind — loss of 
qualified personnel to other juris- 
dictitons and difficulty of attract¬ 
ing new policemen. 

Day Care Center 

Giese’s budget contains no re¬ 
commendation for a day care cen¬ 
ter, but because of citizen interest 
expressed in using the Ridge Road 
Center to house such a center, the 
city staff had prepared several me¬ 
mos relating to the problems and 
costs involved. 

Of concern to councilmen was 
the extent to which such a day¬ 
care center might need to be sub¬ 
sidized by the city. Proponents of 
the day care center, led by Anne 
Ewell and Robert Spear, felt that 
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such an operation would be self- 
supporting for a program covering 
40 children at a tuition fee of $119 
a month per child. City admini¬ 
strative assistant Dennis E. Pien- 
dak produced a budget that would 
require a monthly fee of $213. Af¬ 
ter much discussion over the ap¬ 
plicability of certain items in the 
city’s budget, it was generally rec¬ 
ognized that the true figure would 
be somewhere in between. In any 
event, concern was expressed that 
the project could not be self-sup¬ 
porting without some public con¬ 
tribution toward the payment of 
fees. 

Another concern of council was 
that the day care center would 
be using space that was now used 
by recreation programs such as the 
pre-teen age drop-in, model build¬ 
ing, dog obedience, yoga, nature- 
craft, etc. Giese said that it is very 
difficult to run a day care center 
jointly with other programs “A 
shared facility is not a happy sit¬ 
uation,” he said. Many of the pro¬ 
grams would have to be moved ov¬ 
er to a crowded Youth Center. 

Council member Elizabeth Maf- 
fay also wondered whether the use 
of Ridge Road Center for a day 
care center could be justified to the 
taxpayer, when it was understood 
at the time of the purchase of the 
building that it would be used for 
recreation purposes. She thought a 
referendum should be had before 
council takes any action. This idea 
was endorsed by several people in 
the audience. 

Another series of arguments 
made against the day care center 
concerned the concept of a day care 
center, whether it was beneficial to 
children, and whether it should be 
limited to just the use of mothers 
who had to work or made avail¬ 
able to all. A question was raised 
whether the city is the proper ve¬ 
hicle for sponsoring such a project, 
especially when it might provide 
competition for other nearby pri¬ 
vately-run centers. 

Council member Ithea Cohen 
said that the sponsorship of a day 
care center was not incompatible 
with city goals and that there was 
a great need for such a center. 

The general feeling of council 
was that many questions remained 
bo be answered, and that any ac- 
titon at this time would be pre¬ 
mature. One of these unanswered 
questions would be whether the 
day care center would be compat¬ 
ible with the open space and recre¬ 
ational use of the site as prescrib-

Giese cautioned that many of his 
recommendations are dependent 
upon the receipt of open space 
funds from the State of Maryland 
to supplement the bond issue money. 
If the grant money is not forth¬ 
coming to the extent expected, then 
the city will have to consider the 
issuance of additional bonds, or 
elimination or delay of the projects. 

Giese noted that even if the city 
fails to receive additional grant 
moneys, it will have realized far 
more in value than the $950,000 of 
bonds sold. Already the city has 
completed acquisitions or projects 
with a total value of $875,000, and 
a balance of $561,192 as of June 
30, 1973 remains unexpended. 

The land acquisition items pro¬ 
posed, with the estimated cost to 
the city after deducting grant mo¬ 
ney or donations from other sour¬ 
ces, are given below. 

Smith & Ewing Parkland 

(1) Part of Smith & Ewing tract 
($10,154) — Proposed for acquisi¬ 
tion are 31 acres located adjacent 
to the Franklin D. Roosevelt Sen¬ 
ior high school. This is the remain¬ 
ing acreage of the land originally 
zoned for single family homes in 
the Smith-Ewing tract and is adja¬ 
cent to the Greenbriar and Glen 
Ora apartment developments. About 
7% acres would be purchased out 
of money paid by the Greenbriar 
developer and being held by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission as a fee 
in lieu of dedication of park land 
($39,846) and a cash contribution 
pledged by the Greenbriar devel¬ 
oper for an amount equal to the 
cost of five acres of land. 

Parcel I Parkland 

(2) Part of parcel 1 ($150,000) — 
Proposed for acquisition are up to 
75 acres of parkland in the north¬ 
east corner of the city adjacent 
to the land recently given to the 
city by the Federal Government. It 
is proposed to develop this park 
as a wilderness park. The old land¬ 
fill would he used for athletic 
fiields. A small picnic area would 
be established, also a small lake or

Commeats Center on 10% Police 
alary Rise, Day Care Program

A greater-than-usual number of persons attended this year’s 
public hearing on the city budget on Monday night. Two issues 
seemed to be largely responsible for the attendance of more than 
40 persons—the proposed 10 percent increase in police officer 
salaries and a proposal for establishment of a day care program 
at the Ridge Road Recreation Center. 
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Presents Cost Figures 

To the Editor: 

This letter is submitted on the 
subject of the GHI heating system 
and its cost of operation. 

Yes, our heating system is of a 
poor design and in a state of dis¬ 
repair at the present time! And, 
when compared to other forms of 
heat supply - it is the most costly 
of all that have been investigated! 
So let’s compare costs: 

Due to steam leaks and the dam¬ 
age caused to the structure of a 
unit* our heating bill and associat 
ed repair costs come to $465. per 
member per year or $38.75 per 
month per member on an overall 
average. 

If we were to install electric 
heat, we would have to completely 
insulate the homes. And, after in¬ 
sulating the homes* the cost of el¬ 
ectric heat would be $300. per mem¬ 
ber per year - or $25 per month 
per member on an overall average. 

If we were to revise our heating 
system to a building or a court 
system using hot water, the cost 
of hot water heat would be $240 
per member per year - or $20 per 
month per member on an overall 
average. 

If we were to install oil heat 
where each unit is on an individual 
svstem that heats only the mem 
ber’s unit and is independentantly 
controlled, 500 gallons of fuel oil 
per year would be required. At a 
cost of $.144 per gallon, the cost 
would be $72. but fuel oil has 
gone up! So* let’s figure costs on 
a basis of $.216 per gallon. On this 
last basis* the cost would be $108 
per member per year - or $9 per 
month per member on an overall 
average. Also, no further insulation 
of the houses would be required - 
and the figures are from a local 
supplier of heating oil and based 
on his customers demands for an 
uninsulated home of 1,000 sq. feet 
of floor area or less! 

As you can see, any of the three 
options would reduce our heating 
costs. Not only that* we would el¬ 
iminate the repairs caused by 
steam leaking into our structures 
and causing damage. 

But, with a hot water system we 
would have to still maintain, al¬ 
though not such an extensive one- 
a system of pipe lines. With either 
electric heat or individual oil heat, 
these costs would be eliminated! 

In a minority report as a mem¬ 
ber of the TAA Sub-Committee - I 
have recommended to the Presi¬ 
dent of GHI and also to the Chair¬ 
man of the TAA Sub-Committee 
that the members be given the op¬ 
portunity to choose between electric 
heat or individual oil heat accord 
mg to their desires. This recom¬ 
mendation is based upon our past 
experiences with our present heat¬ 
ing systems and members ability 
to pay for heating. 

A second subject that was dis¬ 
cussed painting .... and the 
quality of paint furnished by GHI. 

Regarding the trim paint pro¬ 
gram - for 1973 it was originally 
recommended that the sum of 
$60*000 be spent on this program. 
When questioned at the budget 
meeting, Mr. Breashears said some 
300 houses would be painted under 
this program This figures out at 
S200.00 per house - or double the 
figure you can hire a painter to 
completely paint your house for! 
However, the figure has been re¬ 
duced to $30,000 per year for five 
years or a total cost of $150,000 to 
paint the 1,600 units - or at a cost 
of $93.75 per house! This is still 
far to much money just for trim 
paint when you consider that for 
only $6.25 more yon can get an end 
unit completely painted. 

Regarding the quality of paint 
furnished by GHI - the experi¬ 
ences of many members speaks for 


themselves! It is a well - known 
fact that the paint furnished for the 
painting of the shingles . of the 
frame homes fades badly within a 
year and also peels badly. 

It is the quality of the paint that 
determines how fast it fades - and 
a good quality of paint will last 
for 5 to 10 years without loosing 
its lusture! Both Sherman-Will¬ 
iams and Pittsburg Paints have a 
painting system - primer and finish 
coat - that will last at least 10 years 
when properly applied to shingles. 

It is the preparation of the sur¬ 
face among other things that 
determines whether or not it peels. 
If the surface is properly prepaired 
the paint will not peel within ten 
years provided the right type of 
paint lias been used. However, when 
the wrong type of paint is furn¬ 
ished, peeling can take place with¬ 
in a year. 

Now, when a member takes the 
time to properly prepare the sur¬ 
face, takes the time to properly 
prime the surface, and then has the 
paint fade and peel within a year 
on a wall that has no steam leaks 

in the heat pipes.you can 

only say that improper paint was 
used. (You will note also that GHI 
recommends that the entrie build¬ 
ing be repainted at the same time 
or otherwise when portions of the 
building are painted at various 
times that the paint will not match. 
This is only due to a poor quality 
paint being furnished!) 

Yes, I still contend that “th“ 
maintenance of our heating plant 
and repair of our homes leaves 
much to be desired.” This is due to 
the cost of operation and the qual¬ 
ity of work performed.

Day Care Center Problems 

To the Editor; 

Coming home from the May 
7th Council meeting I realized 
that the problem of day care for 
3 to 6 year-olds is a much more 
complex one than I had anticipated: 
a problem that will require some 
hard thinking from all concerned. 

As a result I am not able to 
come up with a neat analysis and 
solution, but rather with (possibly 
rambling) thoughts, questions and 
a few suggestions. 

As a starter : let us assume that 
there are sufficient 3 to 6 year- 
olds in town who need day care. 
A very first question is: is a day 
care center the best solution? From 
the days when I was involved in 
nursery schools* I remember the 
professional dictum that to 3 
hours per day was about all that 
3 and 4 year-olds could take. The 
suggested center would bring 40 
youngsters together and be open 
from 6:30 a.m. till* I believe, 6 p.m. 
or so. 

I can see a much healthier alter¬ 
native in bringing together those 
mothers who want to stay home 
with their children and who might 
want the companionship and extra 
income that a “day care child’' 
might bring. I disagree from ex¬ 
perience with the statements made 
yesterday evening from the audi¬ 
ence that private babysitters are 
unqualified and give poor care. 
However, I can see that there is 
room for improvement: I’m think¬ 
ing of a possible central screening 
point (outside ads and bulletin 
boards) where care seeker and 
care ’giver can meet, can be paired 
and where emergency cases (such 
as sick sitters) can be handled. The 
newly funded “Greenbelt CARES” 
could possibly provide such a cen¬ 
tral point. 

The mentioning of “Greenbelt 
CARES” brings me to another 
angle. Mothers who are looking for 
day care can roughly be divided 
into two (somewhat overlapping) 
categories: the “financier group

and the“psycliologicar group. The 
“financial" category consists of 
those where the family or single 
parent (who may be the father) is 
not able to make ends meet and 
where full time work is a financial 
necessity. To the second category 
belong all other mothers; those who 
desire day care for their youngsters 
in order to either further a blos¬ 
soming career, pursue an academic 
or other education, participate in 
political and/or social volunteer 
work and so on. It is with respect to 
the latter group that I feel that 
Greenbelt CARES might fulfill a 
most useful service. Sympathetic 
professional counseling could open 
up eyes for new possibilities, such 
as part-time schooling, l possibly 
during evening hours), part-time 
work, children exchanges and what 
have you. By the way: nursery 
schools exist for 3 and 4 year olds, 
public kindergarten for 5 year olds 
(even though on a part time basis). 

As to the former group: the 
“financial” group: it is here that 
I can see the greatest need for 
city help. This still does not imply 
need for a center; it could be as 
well within the framework of pri¬ 
vate-homecare, watched over by 
Greenbelt CARES, but possibly 
with city financial assistance. 
There are quite a few possibilities 
here: maybe some mothers who 
would love to stay home could be 
(partly) city-paid and take care of 
some of the other children togeth¬ 
er with their own In addition it 
might be most helpful if local pro¬ 
fessionals could be made available 
who know the public assistance 
field and what is and is not avail¬ 
able on the federal and county lev¬ 
el. 

Considering city public assist¬ 
ance: I would like to suggest a 
questionnaire, to be filled out by 
the voters during the September 
1973 election. This questionnaire 
should ask something like (1) Are 
you in favor of Public Assistance, 
and if so, to which amount and 
for which purpose (multiple choic¬ 
es). (2) Do you feel that you have 
a need for (could qualify for) pub¬ 
lic assistance, and if so, why, what 
is your need? 

For, after all, if Greenbelt would 
decide to complement existing pub¬ 
lic assistance, then there are oth¬ 
ers than parents of 3 to 6 year- 
olds who may need help. 

In conclusion: it is obvious that 
many questions can be raised and 
quite a few solutions seem avail¬ 
able. I sincerely hope that council 
will not be rushed into a proposi¬ 
tion which seems to require quite 
a capital outlay, will crowd out 
an existing teenage afternoon drop 
in, may crowd out future recre¬ 
ation programs and may not be 
in the best interest of all concern¬ 
ed.

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County Continues County Drug 
Counseling Program at RRC 

by Jim O’Sullivan 

A request by Joseph L. Amico at the May 7 city council meet¬ 
ing for a continuation of the use of the Ridge Road Center for the 
Clearpath program touched off an inquiry into the details of the 


drug counseling program. 

Amico, who is the Drug Coordin¬ 
ator for Prince Georges County, 
outlined some of the services which 
have been offered and said that the 
addition of a professional counsel¬ 
lor has enabled them to expand 
their services. 

The council, however, wanted 
more specific information about the 
program. Council member Gil Wei- 
denfeld wanted to know what “non¬ 
drug related’' and “other”, two cat¬ 
egories used in the report, referred 
to. Weidenfeld also wanted to 
know what percentage of the people 
counselled came from Greenbelt. 
Council member Elizabeth Maffay 
also wished to know if Greenbelters 
were making use of the program 
since it is operating in a city facili¬ 
ty. 

Amico said that the addresses of 
the persons counselled were confi¬ 
dential but that it would be possible 
to indicate how many participants 
in the Clearpath program were 
from Greenbelt. He said that the 

non-drug related” category refer¬ 
red to personal problems with par¬ 
ents and teachers. He did not ex¬ 
plain what the category “other” in¬ 
dicated. 

Mayor Richard Pilski inquired in¬ 
to the training of the roving lead¬ 
ers. Amico said that they are in 
their late teens or early twenties 
and that they have training for 
two weekends and three or four 
hours a week of training for ano¬ 
ther four months. Pilski expressed 
concern that nineteen year olds 
were giving advice on such compli¬ 
cated problems. 

Council member Charles Schwan 
however, pointed out that the age 
of the roving leaders was probably 
an asset, citing the fact that com¬ 
munication is easiest within the 
peer group. 

Council member Rhea Cohen sug¬ 
gested that Amico get together with 
Dennis Piendak. the project direc¬ 
tor for Greenbelt Cares, to see how 
these two programs might be coor¬ 
dinated. 

Amico said that he would give 
the council a more detailed and 
specific report, and expressed the

Amico also indicated that the 
county was willing to pay a small 
amount of rent for the use of the 
building. 

The council then voted unani¬ 
mously to let the Clearpath pro¬ 
gram continue to use the Ridge 
Road Center until July 1, and also 
to permit the use of an additional 
room. 

Mobil Oil Station 

The council voted to accept an 
agreement worked out between the 
city manager and Mobil Oil con¬ 
cerning the planned reconstruction 
of the Mobil Oil station at Center¬ 
way and Crescent Road. Under 
the terms of the agreement Mobil 
Oil would provide an easement or 
dedication to the rear of its pro¬ 
perty and provide for a sidewalk 
to go between the city garages and 
the station property, connecting the 
underpass walk to the parking lot. 
Secondly Mobil agreed to dedicate 
a strip five feet wide along the 
front of its property for road pur¬ 
pose. 

Although city manager James 
Giese recommended that Mobil be 
required to build a sidewalk along 
Centerway, some members of coun¬ 
cil were not impressed with this 
part of the plan. Giese thought 
that since people are now walking 
in the street, the provision of a 
sidewalk would be an improvement. 
Council member Schwan, however, 
said he saw no reason to encourage 
people to jeopardize their safety by 
inviting them to walk along Center¬ 
way. The motion that passed did 
not provide for the Centerway side¬ 
walk at this time. 

Ball Playing; 

In passing the ordinance which 
prohibits the playing of ball games 
in areas except at athletic fields 
and play fiields which have been 
established for that purpose, the 
council clarified a misunderstanding 
about the intention of the ordin¬ 
ance. As Giese explained it, the pri¬ 
mary purpose of the ordinance is 
to increase the areas where ball 
games could be played rather than 
to restrict it as some had thought. 
There were areas in the city al¬ 
ready being used as ball fields 
when they had not been so desig¬ 
nated in the old ordinance. 

The new ordinance would simply 
allow the city manager to designate 
these areas rather than have it be 
necessary to go back to the council 
and amend the ordinance every 
time a new ball field was developed. 
Council member Weidenfeld said 
that the ordinance would increase 
rather than decrease the areas for 
ball playing and would make it 
easier to expand in the future. A 
second purpose of the ordinance 
was to protect people in picnic 
areas from being hit by balls from 
games being played there. 

Tax Differential 

The councl again expressed its 
displeasure with county executive 
Gullett s policy of circumventing 
the tax differential bill enacted by 
the county council. Particularly in 
dispute is Gullett’s refusal to recog¬ 
nize police services as a service 
eligible for tax credit or repayment. 
The council plans to make its 
disapproval of this policy known 
at a hearing on the county budget 
later this month.

PRAB Raises Questions 
About FDR High School 

In accordance with a suggestion 
made by the city's Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board, the city 
council has directed the city man¬ 
ager to set up a meeting with the 
Prince Georges Board of Education 
to discuss the development of the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Senior High 
School. 

Of concern to PRAB is the com¬ 
munity use of school facilities, both 
athletic and non-athletic. Giese said 
that the school board has noted 
that the Roosevelt High School will 
be serving an area substantiallv 
greater than the city of Greenbelt 
and that the facilities will be av¬ 
ailable to all who reside within the 
general area of the school. 

Affecting the potential use of the 
school facilities by Greenbelt citi¬ 
zens, Giese said, will be the degree 
to which they are used by the 
school and the degree to which they 
are used by citizens outside of 
Greenbelt. Also a factor will be the 
cost for paying for custodial ser¬ 
vices. 

Another concern of PRAB was 
the degree of erosion created by the 
school construction and the amount 
of green space on the site. Giese 
said that the State and county, 
through the grading ordinance, will 
require erosion control during con¬ 
struction. As to green space, he no¬ 
ted that the entire property is be¬ 
ing developed for school purposes. 
Since much of the area will be in 
athletic fields, he concluded that 
there will be considerable green 
space. There will, however, be vir¬ 
tually no trees, he added, 

PRAB further expressed a desire 
to see lighted athletic fields. Giese 
said it is school board policy not 
to light athletic fields. On a pre¬ 
vious occasion, the school board 
staff indicated that lighting might 
be considered if paid for by some¬ 
one other than the school board.

Last Meeting Of 
Current Term

The last regular meeting of the 
previous Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
board, on Thursday, dealt with very 
typical matters such as the differ¬ 
ing views of members on subjects 
ranging from sheds to the general 
condition of the corporation. 

A brief meeting of the Greenbelt 
Development Corporation board, 
held just before the main GHI 
meeting, produced a report from 
manager Roy Breashears that the 
Post Office Department has made 
an offer to buy about 3.5 acres of 
land at the corner of Crescent and 
Parkway, at a price of about $26,000 
per acre. Breashears noted that an 
earlier proposal by GDC, to con¬ 
struct its own building on this land 
and lease space to the Post Office 
had been turned down. Director 
'David Lange voiced the opinion that 
the land should be kept by GDC 
for use as a source of income, ra¬ 
ther than be sold; Nat Shinderman 
agreed with this view, and stated 
that the land was actually much 
more valuable than the offer indi¬ 
cated. A motion by Lange was pass¬ 
ed to obtain an appraisal of the 
property, and to continue further 
discussion with the Post Office re¬ 
garding sale or lease. 

Visitors* Comments 
The actual GHI meeting started 
off with a statement by member 
Mrs. Wilson who noted that 
Mrs. Eunice Coxon had con¬ 
tacted planner David Ornstein on 
her own, and questioned whether 
a member should take such actions 
without authorization from the 
board. Hugh O'Donnell of the 
Planning subcommittee explained 
the circumstances of the Ornstein 
visit. Chairman James Smith’s re¬ 
sponse was that members who de¬ 
sired to contact consultants on 
their own could do so, but that it 
was preferable that they acted 
through the board. 

Another member, Mrs. Edna Far¬ 
mer, rose to state that she wanted 
to "say something good about 
GHI’ and praised the participants 
in the Home and Garden Tour, who 
were "building up GHI instead of 
tearing it down." 

City Budget Comments 
With regard to the city budget, 
on which a public hearing was held 
Monday, director Tom White sta¬ 
ted that he felt the City had not 
given citizens enough time to pro¬ 
perly consider the capital improve¬ 
ments nart of the budget; he was 
especially critical of the large share 
of "revenue-sharmg” funds that 
went to Roringhill Lake. Director 
Volk disagreed with White on this, 
saving that the citv had made pro¬ 
per use of its resources. White re¬ 
iterated his opinion that "revenue 
sharing funds should not be used 
to benefit just a few citizens, but 
to alleviate the tax load of all 
Greenbelt citizens" Some other 
board members said that the con¬ 
dition of Ridge Road, which main¬ 
ly serves the GHI community, has 
been a problem neglected by the 
city. 

Reforestation 

A plan to nlaee the corporation’s 
undeveloped land under formal for¬ 
est management has been under 
study for s^me time. Director Lan^e 
refreshed the board on the condi¬ 
tions of the plan, which would in¬ 
volve about 76 acres on which dead 
wood would have to be cut down, 
and would be operative for a min¬ 
imum period of 5 vears. He esti¬ 
mated that its adoption in 1968 
might have saved the corporation 
some $5,500 in taxes bv now, de¬ 
pending on the cost of labor to thin 
the deadwood. The manager was 
dubious of anv such saving, while 
Lange insisted that over a longer 
period of the plan would definitely 
be financially worthwhile. He noted 
that the plan could be cancelled at 
any time, and his motion to pro¬ 
ceed with it was then passed by 
the board. 

Sheds 

A member’s request to be allowed 
to retain an outside garbage stor¬ 
age bin pointed up a typical pro¬ 
blem which arises when two mem¬ 
bers occupy the different floors of 
one building. The member who

lives upstairs possesses one half of 
the yard, and the lower member’s 
access to the exterior of the build¬ 
ing is then affected to some extent. 
In this instance, the case was made 
even more complicated by the fact 
that the upstairs member had also 
built a large attached shed which 
was within the maximum size al¬ 
lowed, but which was also objected 
to by the lower member. The board 
first voted to deny the use of the 
outside garbage bins, and then ad¬ 
opted White’s motion to refer the 
matter to an ad hoc Member Com¬ 
plaints Committee, in the hope that 
a reasonable compromise could be 
worked out.

altering policies shall be recorded 
as a mark of his leadership, ability 
and personal integrity." 


THE WOOD CHIPS 

Late last week great piles of 
wood chips begj&i appearing a- 
round Greenbelt. By Sunday night, 
the one nearest our home had al¬ 
most disappeared into a continuous 
stream of car trunks, pick-ups, 
bushel baskets and children’s wag¬ 
ons. Evidently people know what 
wood chips are good for. But, in 
case more come along, here are 
a couple of ideas: 

They make a fine mulch around 
trees, shrubs, plants of various 
kinds, even including vegetables. 
A mulch is a layer of organic mat¬ 
ter of variable thickness used as a 
soil cover to control weeds, pre¬ 
serve soil moisture and improve 
the fertility and structure of the 
soil itself. Mulches can make for 
productive growth in times of little 
moisture by shading the soil and 
thus keeping it cool and moist. The 
shade also serves to prevent weeds 
from getting started. Wood chips 
perform these two functions quite 
well, but they obviously do not 
break down to enrich the soil as 
quickly as other mulch materials 
(grass clippings, hay, sawdust, 
plant and animal waste products). 

According to Betty Brinhart in 
MOTHER EARTH: "Mulches do 
wonders in protecting the shallow 
roots of such plants as blueberries, 
azaleas and rhododendrons. With¬ 
out a mulch, these plants must be 
cultivated. Deep cultivation how¬ 
ever is detrimental to their health 
since even the slightest scraping 
of the surface to control weeds will 
sever a multitude of valuable feed¬ 
er roots.” 

Another use: "A 6 -inch mulch of 
ground corn cobs, wood chips or 
sawdust placed in the garden ais¬ 
les, or paths, will enable you to 
walk in your garden immediately 
after a heavy rain without com¬ 
pacting the moist soil or getting 
your shoes muddy. Mulch placed 
under individual squash, melons 
or pumpkin plants eliminates fruit 
rot due to direct contact with cool 
moist soil and soil insects. It will 
also prevent the fruit from getting 
splattered with mud every time 
it rains. Mulches will also prevent 
deep freezing around less hardy 
plants and will help to keep the 
soil from freezing in bulb beds 
when late plantings must be made 
in early winter" 

Finally mulches made a great 
cover for a play area as Center 
School is finding out. The area is 
ready to go immediately after a 
rain (Look Mom no mud!) looks 
good all the time and the soil 
isn’t being washed away. 

All in all aren’t you glad they 
didn’t burn the trees of Greenbri- 
ar?

Ranted *7 (£o&6eC 

James T. Gobbel, former city 
manager of Greenbelt from Octo¬ 
ber 1943 to July 1948, died on 
Thursday, May 10, at Alexandria 
Hospital after a brief illness. He 
was 64. Gobbel had last been em¬ 
ployed by the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration. 

When Gobbel took over after the 
resignation of the first town mana¬ 
ger Roy Braden, the functions of 
the housing project and the town 
government had been closely rela¬ 
ted. The Federal officer in general 
charge of Greenbelt had a dual 
role, being the town manager as 
well as community housing mana¬ 
ger. 

Gobbel’s tenure in Greenbelt was 
marked by stormy exchanges be¬ 
tween residents and council mem¬ 
bers. In February 1946, more than 
100 residents adopted a resolution 
expressing confidence in Gobbel 
after they learned that he had been 
asked to resign by the Public Hous¬ 
ing Administration. 

Three months later — in June 
1946 — the jobs of town manager 
and community manager were di¬ 
vorced. Gobbel was appointed to 
the full-time job of town manager 
and relinquished his other post as 
community manager. 

Prior to his appointment as Fed¬ 
eral manager, Gobbel was on the 
Washington administrative staff of 
the old Resettlement and Farm Se¬ 
curity Administrations in the plan¬ 
ning and administering of the 
Greenbelt projects on the national 
level. 

After leaving Greenbelt in July 
1948, Gobbel became a staff mem¬ 
ber with the House Government 
Operations Committee and moved to 
GSA in 1950.

ed under the open-space grants 
provided by Federal and State ag¬ 
encies for the purchase of the Ridge 
Road Center and the 3+ acres. 
In providing grant money, HUD 
also required that they approve 
any lease arrangements involving 
the property. 

Other Budget Items 

Except for a statement by a 
Lakeside Citizens Association rep¬ 
resentative to the effect that 
his group was willing to pay a 
small increase in taxes in order to 
get continued services, there was 
no discussion on the 9 cents tax 
increase embodied in Giese's 1974 
budget. Public comment, if any¬ 
thing, opposed the cutting of a few 
items whose deletion had been pro¬ 
posed, such as a $700 expenditure 
for a collator designed to save sec¬ 
retary’s time in assembling reports. 

Council announced a tentative 
decision to increase the salary of 
the mayor from $1,800 to $2,400 and 
that of council members from 
$1,500 to $2,000 (effective with the 
election of the new council in Sep¬ 
tember 1973). This recommendation 
also drew no comments. The last 
increase had been enacted in 1967.
